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Wall collapses as fans riot 

At least 40 dead 
in Euro-cup disaster 
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BRUSSELS (Reuter). - At least 40 
fans were killed and more than 300 
were injured when a wall collapsed 
during a stampede by rioting soccer 
supporters before the start of the 
European Cup soccer final here last 
night, police and firemen said. 

A police spokesman said a wall 
separating English Liverpool fans 
from supporters of Italy's Juventus 
side collapsed under a charge by the 
British fans. 

Ambulancemen earned away the 
dead on the remains of collapsed 
metal crash barriers. 

Outside the stadium, bodies were 
laid out under tarpaulins in a car 
park as helicopters and ambulances 
with sirens wailing evacuated the 
wounded. 

Soccer officials said the match 
would go ahead, if only because 


further rioting was feared if it were 
cancelled. The game Idckedoff 90 
minutes late. The Italians won 1:0. 


One hospital near tiie stadium said 
30 to 40 supporters were being tre- 
ated for injuries and more casualties 
were pouring in. Two helicopters 
evacuated injured from ontside the . 
stadium. 

Witnesses said concrete and metal 
crash barriers gave way after hun- 
dreds of fans surged forward and 
•invaded the pitch, fighting each 
other and pelting police with mis- 
siles. 

Earlier, riot police had repeatedly 
charged brawling fans on the ter- 
races and police on horseback took 
more than half an hour to remove 
fighting fans from the pitch. .

One-hour strike today 
as Ata siege goes on

TEL AVIV. - The Histadrut has 
called a one-hour general strike this 
morning to express support for the 
860 dismissed Ata workers who are 
occupying the bankrupt firm's textile 
factories in protest against the gov- 
ernment's refusal to bail out the 
firm. 

According to the Histadrut’s 
Trade Union Department, which 
called the strike from 10 a.m. to 11 
a.m., virtually all worfcen are to 
strike. .Radio and Educational TV 
will be off the air. Emergency ser- 
vices will operate with skeleton 
staffs. Buses and electricity will not 
be affected, but many teachers are 
likely to support the strike. 

H/stadrut Secretary-General YIs- 
rael Kessar also suggested that if the 
government got Ata going again, the 
Histadrut will launch a campaign to 
induce workers to contribute volun- 


tarily one hour's pay to cover the 
company’s debts. 

Meanwhile, the workers who have 
occupied Ata’s Kiryat Ata and Kur- 
daneh factories since Tuesday set- 
tled down for a prolonged siege 
yesterday. Food continued to arrive 
from neighbouring kibbutzim and 
factories. 

Last night the workers said they 
expect to be sitting ,in at least until 
Sunday’s cabinet meeting, when the 
government wfil again hear Industry 
Minister Ariel Sharon’s appeal for 
backing Ihe receivers takeover of the 
company with $41.5 million in cadi 
and guarantees. The Ministerial 
Economic Committee rejected the 
plan on Monday. 

Yesterday the workers were main- 
taining a round-the-clock watch on 
the factory gates and perimetre 
fences to prevent any takeover

Complete IDF withdrawal 
by the first week in June

The withdrawal of the Israel De- 
fence Forces from Lebanon is in its 
final stages, and senior officials ex- 
pect it will be completed by the end 
of the first week in June. 

There anil be no formal declara- 
tion or ceremonies marking the end 
of Israel’s three-year presence in 
Lebanon. 

After the withdrawal, the IDF will 
continue to assist both the South 
Lebanon 1 Army and various ethnic 
militia* jjj certain localities. 

As part of its preparations for the 
possibility of the reinfiltration of 
terrorists, the IDF has increased 
deployment on the Israeli side of the 
border. These troops have been pro- 
vided with the means to qniclcly 
respond. 

Israel will continue to maintain an 
“open” policy with South Lebanon 
residents, as before the 1982 war. 


Efforts will be made to ensure that 
each ethnic group will have access to 
Israel without having to go through 
another's territory. 

According to Unifil headquarters 
in Nakoura, the IDF has completed 
evacuating most of its positions in 
the security zone, although some 
soldiers remain in scattered posi- 
tions. Unifil also reported that the 
SLA had taken most of the positions 
evacuated by the IDF. 

Meanwhile, SLA soldiers yester- 
day attacked Unifil soldiers from the 
Finnish contingent near the village 
ofKantara. 

In another incident, two SLA sol- 
diers were wounded in a roadside 
explosion north of Majdal Salim in 
the central sector. 

The IDF and SLA yesterday de- 
molished four houses in the village of 
Tir Haifa because their owners were 
suspected of cooperating with hos- 
tile elements. 


IDF frees 249 Shi’ites 
in bid to boost Amal’

ATLIT.; - Some 249 Lebanese 
Shi’ites held in the Ansar detention 
camp in Lebanon and later transfer- 
red to Israel were released yesterday 
man apparent attempt to strengthen 
the band of the Amal militia in 
Southern Lebanon. 

The detainees left their prison 
near here .and were driven to the 
northernmost Israeli point on the 
Lebanese coast. There they were 
released in cooperation with the In- 
ternational Red Cross. 

The operation is expected to help 
Amal replace some of the fighters it 
putted out of the south to fight the 
Palestinians in West Beirut. Since 
Israel withdrew from most of the 
south, Amal has been trying to stop 
the Palestinians from returning there 
and using the area as a staging 
ground for attacks on Israel. But its 


control over the area evidently 
weakened as a result of its need for 
fighters in the capital. 

Security sources in South Leba- 
non said yesterday that Israel did not 
m ak e a deal with Amal in connection 
with the release of the detainees. 
The sources said the Shi'ites are 
doing everything to prevent the infil- 
tration of hostile elements into the 
security zone, and the sources said 
they hoped this would continue de- 
spite the release of the detainees. 

Israel still has 700 to 800 Lebanese 
Shi’ites behind barbed wire here, 
according to Tat-Aluf Meir Geva 
chief military police officer. Some of 
them belong to Amal. 

Reporters were allowed into the 
detention camp - known to Israelis 
as prison number six - some six 
hours after the 249 detainees left.

Airport sources re- 
ported damage to runways, but air 
traffic was not disrupted. 

Police reported at least 24 people 
killed and 108 wounded .in yester- 
day’s fighting! That raised, the 
known casualty toll! since May 19 to 
413 killed and 1,863 wounded. 

Sporadic tank, machinegun and 
rocket fire echoed from the Sabra 
and Shatilla camps for several hours 
after local radio stations reported 
heavy overnight fighting at the 
camps.. 

Most areas of the two camps have 
fallen to the Shi’ite Amal mfKtia and 


the army's Shi'ite sixth brigade, but 
Palestinians still entrenched there 
seem to be resisting fiercely. 

At Bourj al-Barajneh, largest of 
the three camps, an Amal official 
reported heavy fighting overnight 
which later subsided into sporadic 
rifle exchanges. 

The American University of 
Beirut announced that Denis Hill, 
53, a British English teacher, has 
been shot dead by unidentified gun- 
men. It said HiU’s body, with six 
head wounds, was found in the uni- 
versity hospital’s morgue yesterday

The Knesset yesterday re- 
jected four motions calling for a 
commission on inquiry into the 
war in Lebanon, by 37 votes to 
15. There were 22 abstentions. 

Voting against the call for an 
inquiry were all the coalition 
factions - except the Alignment 
and Shinui - and Tehiya. 

Those in favour of the inquiry 
were the left opposition parties. 
Communications Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein and his Shinui colleague 
Mordechai Virshubski. 

The Alignment abstained, as did 
David Magen of the Likud. Industry 
and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon, 
who was defence minister during the 
war, did not vote. 

The motions were presented by 
Victor Shemtov (Mapam), Yossi 
Sand (Citizens Rights Movement), 
Virshubski and Meir Vilner (Demo- 
cratic Front). 

Shemtov. presenting Mapam's 
motion, said the appointment -of 
such a commission was vital in order 
to prevent a similar tragedy in the 
future. “Is it conceivable not to 
investigate such a war?" he asked. 

“Is it conceivable not to investi- 
gate how a war that was to have been 
over in 48 hours lasted three years? 
Is it conceivable not to find out who 


told the truth - (former prime minis- 
ter Menachem) Begin, who said we 
would stop after 40 kilometres or 
Raful (the then chief of the general 
staff Rafael Eitan). who said he 
never received such an order?" 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
yesterday, replying to the motions, 
said that such a body was not suited 
to investigate the conduct of a war. 

But after the vote. Labour Party 
secretary Uzi Baram charged from 
the rostrum that Nissim "had not 
represented the government or the 
prime minister but only the Herat 
ministers. 

In so doing, Baram charged, Nis- 
sim bad made a down payment to 
Herat, looking to a merger between 
Herat and his own Liberal Party. 

“You didn't even represent your 
Libera] colleague Gideon Pan. who 
has said he can't sleep nights for 
what has happened in Lebanon,” 
Baram said. 

Baram later added: “An inquiry 
commission is in order for the bank 
shares and for the Arlosoroff mur- 
der, but not for the war?” The 
Alignment had abstained in order to 
keep the coalition together, not be- 
cause it opposes an inquiry commis- 
sion in principle, he said. 

Nissim said that none of Israel's 
wars bad worked out according to 
plan. If a committee of inquiry were 
set up into the Lebanese war. then 


there should be one for each war. 

The motive of those proposing an 
inquiry was political. Nissim 
charged. A war is not a subject for an 
inquiry committee. It is not judid- 
able. It is the people who must judge 
the government responsible, and the 
people have judged. The war was the 
cardinal issue in the last elections. 

Nissim said the nation deserves a 
rest. There is enough tension, and an 
inquiry commission would only in- 
tensity it. Furthermore, an inquiry 
committee would give aid and com- 
fort to our enemies. “I can just see 
the Syrians, rubbing their hands in 
glee.*' Nissim said. 

He quoted Rubinstein who as a 
professor of law objected in princi- 
ple to the appointment of the Agra- 
nat commission of inquiry into the 
Yom Kippur War. 

Rubinstein held then that the con- 
duct of the war was a political ques- 
tion. a subject for the government, 
the Knesset, and the people, said 
Nissim. 

Before Nissim began his speech, 
Rubinstein, on a point of order, 
challenged his right to speak on 
behalf of the government. He noted 
that his motion that the government 
appoint an inquiry commission into 
the war has been lying on the govern- 
ment table for four weeks. Until the 
government deals with it, there is no 
government stand, he said. 


Gov’t gets confidence vote on PoW swap

The Knesset yesterday expressed 
confidence in the government by a 
vote of 65 to 6, following a debate on 
last week's exchange of 1 ,150 impris- 
oned terrorists for three Israeli 
PoWs.

(Liberals), broke ranks with the 
coalition by abstaining. Altogether 
there were 16 abstentions, the others 
cast by the left opposition parties 
and Aharon Abuhatzcira (Tami). 
The six no votes were cast by Tehiya 
and Meir Kahana. 

The debate on the prisoner swap 


with Ahmed Jibril's Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine- 
General Command began Monday 
with a government statement by De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. At 
the opening of yesterday's session. 
Deputy Speaker Meir Cohen- 
Avidov read a letter from the gov- 
ernment secretary saying that the 
government would regard the vote 
on its statement as a motion of 
confidence. 

Rabin said that the Likud govern- 
ment, before the national unity gov- 
ernment was formed, gave Jibril a 
written undertaking - which he de- 
manded if negotiations were to be 
resumed - on three points: That the 


prisoners would have the option of 
returning to their homes in the terri- 
tories; that Jibril could veto any 
name on Israel's list (of Israelis to be 
released) while Israel would have no 
veto on any name (of Palestinians) 
on his list; and that the released 
prisoners would not be rearrested 
for their original crime. 

Rabin said this during the speech 
of Yehoshua Matza (Likud-Herut), 
who blamed the unity government 
for the poor deal Israel made. 

Shortly before that, Shalita called 
for Rabin’s resignation. If Rabin was 
unable to look into the eyes of the 
parents of soldiers in captivity and

PARIS. - Israel Aircraft Industry's 
President Shalom Ariav yesterday 
announced that IAI's new Astra ex- 
ecutive jet has set a speed record for 
the Tel Aviv-Paris run. 

Ariav told a press conference at 
the Israeli: Embassy prior to today’s, 
opening of the 36th Paris Air Show, 
that the Astra covered the 3,456 
kilometre distance in 4 hours 33 
minutes on Tuesday- a record for an 
aircraft of this type. 

Ariav said that the company has 
embarked on "a revolution in ex- 
ports.” Last year the ratio of its SI 
billion turnover was 65 per cent 
Minis try of Defence ordeis to 35 per 
cent export sales. Noting that the 
military market is erratic, Ariav said 
that IAI is therefore turning to civi- 
lian exports. 

IAI's projected turnover for 1985- 
6 is $945m., with $540ra. in export 
sales - well over 50 per cent of the 
total. 

However, it is a military item that 
is likely to be the focus of attention at 


the IAI pavilion during the week- 
long show. The full-scale model of j 
the Lavi jet fighter is being shown for , 
the fust time outside of Israel. The 
first prototype of the attack aircraft 
is due to fly in September 1986. 
According to IAI sources, no similar 
plane is at present being developed 
in the West. 

IAI has its own pavilion at the 
show. But some two dozen other 
companies are exhibiting at a com- 
bined Israel pavilion. Some of the 
top exhibitors there are Rafael, with 
a range of missiles, and Maziat, 
showing its hybrid Tadiran-LAI 
mini-RPV (remotely piloted vehi- 
cles). 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
who is on his way to the U.S.. is to 
visit the air show tomorrow. Despite 
the reported coolness on the part of 
some French ministers because of 
Rabin's widely quoted remarks on 
France's Unifil contingent, the 
minister will meet with his French 
counterpart, Charles Hernou. 
tomorrow afternoon.

Egyptian Oil Minister Abdel Hadi 
Kandil returned ro Cairo yesterday, 
reiterating Egypt's position that the 
Taba dispute must be submitted to 
arbitration. 

“Let us proceed in accordance 
with Camp David and bring the issue 
to arbitration." Kandil told news- 
men at Ben-Gurion Airport, noting 
that Egypt clung to this position out 
of the belief that Taba is Egyptian 
territory. 

Kandil said that borh Egypt and 
Israel were interested in a summit 
between President Hosni Mubarak 
and Prime Minister Shimon Peres, 
but said he did not remember speak- 
ing about a “breakthrough" towards 
such a summit after his meeting with 
Peres this week. 

He said a summit would take place 
when the conditions were right. 

As for the return of the Egyptian 
ambassador to Tel Aviv. Kandil re- 
peated Egypt's three preconditions 
for this - completion of the with- 
drawal from Lebanon, a solution to 
the Taba issue, and movement to- 
wards a solution to the Palestinian 
problem. 


Departing with Kandil on yester- 
day's Air Sinai flight to Cairo were 
the director-general of the Foreign 
Ministry. David Kimche. and the 
director-general of the Prime Minis- 
ter's Office. Avraham Tamir. 

The two senior Israeli officials 
went to Cairo to continue negotia- 
tions over Taba. the return of the 
Egyptian ambassador, and other bi- 
lateral issues. 

It appears that there has been 
some progress in defining the future 
terms of arbitration over Taba 
should there be agreement to handle 
the dispute in this manner. But Fore- 
ign Ministry officials insisted yester- 
day that Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir is still insisting on concilia- 
tion rather than arbitration. 

Shamir conveyed this position to 
Kandil in their meeting Tuesday. 
But Kandil also discussed the Taba 
issue with Energy Minister Moshe 
Shahai. In the latter meeting, terms 
of reference and technical arrange- 
ments concerning arbitration were 
discussed. 

Kimche told Reuters on his arrival 
in Cairo yesterday that the question 
of arbitration was still in “the discus- 
sion stage."

the sections, the guard sounded a 
bell and prison leaders shouted as 
the men ran to their mattresses on 
ihe concrete floor. . 

Soldiers in a guard room donned 
knti-shrapnel vests and picked up 
their gas masks and wooden dubs. 
One of the men had a gas-grenade 
gun in his hand. 

The prisoners, wearing blue over- 
alls, shouted in unison, and the 
guards then opened one gate, lead- 
ing reporters through a narrow path 
between two rows of high barbed 
wire to a second gate and then to the 
compound. 

All 300 detainees in that com- 
pound sat cross-legged, looking 
downwards with hands clasped be- 
hind their bowed heads. There was 
silence and no one dared move. 

The prisoners remained in this 
position throughout the visit by the 
reporters. 

It was an example of the discipline 
enforced when the detainees arrived 
here from Ansar at the beginning of 
April, Geva said. It was the result of 
the lessons learned at Arsar where 
the situation deteriorated to such an 
extent that guards were afraid to 
enter the compounds. 

Before the detainees were trans- 
ferred here, psychologists briefed 
the guards on how to behave. Extra 
barbed wire fences were installed, 
tent pegs were replaced with metal 
loops embedded in concrete and a 
steel cable connected all the tents, 
which if cut would cause all the tents 
to collapse. 

The detainees, who arrived here 
in early April, had to strip complete- 
ly, undergo a medical examination, 
and put on army-issue clothes. They 
were also given plastic plates and 
cutlery. The metal utensils they issue 
for cooking are removed at night. 


The guards count them at irregur 
lar hours and check for tunnels and 
other signs of escape bids. Go far the 
.army has not been aware of any 
attempts to escape. 

. The detainees,have been given 
backgammon sets, cards, pens, pen- 
cils and notebooks, as well as the 
Koran, and are allowed to read 
bpoks. The authorities relay one 
Israel Radio newscast in Arabic and 
distribute The Jerusalem Post but 
there axe no other activities. The 
guards are forbidden to have person- 
al conversations with the inmates. 
Geva explained that the detainees 
could take advantage of fraternal 
relations to gather information. 

The reporters were under strict 
. orders not to interview detainees or 
guards. 

After the reporters left the com- 
pound, the guards released the de- 
•• tainees. who shouted in unison 
“thank you." They rose, and 
approached the fence but stopped a 
few metres from it. 

Later, as reporters walked past 
them along a path outside the com- 
pound, some called “Khomeini, 
“Amal” and "Allah Hu Akbar (God 
is great)." The guards ordered 
photographer to stop taking pic- 
tures. 

The leaders that the Israelis de- 
tected among the detainees have 
been transferred to other com- 
pounds. so there is little trouble. 
Geva raid.

Eyewitnesses said a brick wail col- 
lapsed in a section of the crowd 
where Liverpool and Juventus sup- 
porters were closest together. 

As the crowd surged forward, 
several hundred supporters fought 
and threw objects. 

Almost an hour after the collapse, 
there was still sporadic fi ghting on 
the terraces and beside the pitch. 

The wall collapsed nearly 20 mi- 
nutes after rioting broke out in the 
! stadium and hundreds of fans in- 
vaded the pitch. 

Riot police flailed away with 
batons at fighting fans on the ter- 
races and gendarmes on horseback 
charged supporters wrestling on the 
pitch. 


Police and hospital officials were 
unable to say whether most of the 
dead were British or Italian. They 
said the majority of fans involved in 
the violence were from Liverpool. 

Doctors said every hospital in the 
Brussels area was taking in casual-' 
ties. Belgian Radio broadcast 
appeals for police reservists to report 
for immediate duty. 


Reporters outside the stadium 
said the scene was one of chaos and 
desolation as hundreds of police 
vehicles and ambulances raced away 
to. take the injured to ail available 
hospitals. 

A makeshift chapel was set up in a 
tent outside the main entrance to the 
stadium.

Reagan, in his public remarks, 
was full of praise for Hussein's 
“courage" in taking recent steps to 
move the peace process forward, 
saying repeatedly that Hussein was 
committal to the peace process. The 
president also promised to continue 
to help Jordan meet its economic 
and security needs. 

However, U.S. officials later in- 
sisted that the president has not 


reached a final derision cui Jordan's 
long-standing request for new arms, 
which includes improved Hawk anti- 
aircraft missiles. F-16 fighters and 
other hardware. 


Officials said there had been some 
“movement” on the matter of find- 
ing acceptable Palestinians to par- 
ticipate in a joint delegation with 
Jordan. But, they insisted, no final 
lists have been submitted. 


Hussein spoke of the need for 
Palestinian “self-determination” 
within the context of a “Jordanian- 
Palestinian confederation.”

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Clemency calls stir trouble in jails

Trouble is brewing in the coun- 
try's jails over calls for clemency for 
certain categories of prisoners. 

Interior Minister Yitzhak Pereiz's 
call for clemency for all those who 
have become religious Jews, com- 
bined with calls for amnesty for 
alleged Jewish underground terror- 
ists, have prompted hunger strikes 
and forced the Prisons Service to 
take extra security measures. 

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev’s 
office issued a statement yesterday 
saying that the minister views “all 
prisoners as equal before the law,” 
and indicated that he is opposed to 
categorical definitions of who de- 
serves clemency. 

At least one prisoners' commit- 
tee has declared a partial hunger 
strike for today, with prisoners at 
Ramie planning to refuse to eat two 


meals. 

The committee sent word of their 
plan to Prisons’ Commissioner Rafi 
Suissa’s office yesterday. . 

In public appearances throughout 
the country Peretz has called for 
clemency for the newly observant. 

Out of some 5,000 Jewish prison- 
ers, there are about 200 studying in 
two yeshivot established by the Pris- 
ons Service. 


A similar proportion of Moslem 
prisoners out of the 2,500 in jail, has 
also become religious since coavic- 
tion.

The demand for clemency for the 
terrorist underground has created 
problems jn the prisons. David Ben- 
Shimol, sentenced to a life term for 
firing a shoulder-launched missile 
into an Arab bus in Jerusalem, is on 
an on-and-off hunger strike, deman- 
ding to be considered withthe Jew- 
ish underground, so that he too can 
have clemency if it is . granted by 
President Heizog. 

Allen Goodman, sentenced to life 
in jail for a shooting spree on the 
Temple Mount, is also on a hunger 
strike, ostensibly protesting the re- 
lease of the security prisoners last 
week in the prisoner exchange. 

Yona Avrushmi, sentenced to life 
for throwing the hand grenade that 
killed Emil Grunzweig at a Peace 
Now rally outside the Prime Minis , 
ter’s Office, is threatening to go on a 
hunger strike to demand clemency if 
the underground defendants are 
freed.

Likud MKs reassured on rotation

Justice Minister Moshe Nissan 
yesterday advised Likud MKs not to 
act “like a frightened mob" and 
voice fear that Prime Minister Peres 
will renege on his promise to rotate 
the premiership with Vice Premier 
Shamir. 

The Alignment has no alternative 
but to honour the agreement, Nissim 
told a Likud Knesset faction meet- 
ing. If there were any chance what- 
soever for Peres to form a govern- 
ment without the Likud, he would 
have done so by now, Nissim added. 

Also advising against talking too 
much about dissolving the coalition 
with the Alignment was Minister 
without Portfolio Moshe Arens. 

During a discussion by the faction 


on the three agenda motions calling 
for an inquiry into the Lebanon War, 
Arens said: “Of course, we are 
opposed to such an investigation. 
But in chastising the Alignment for 
not joining us in voting it down, we 
should use a rational argument 
rather than merely threatening -to 
bring down the national unity gov- 
ernment. 

The “rational argument," Arens 
told The Jerusalem Post, is that 
“formation of inquiry commissions 
for almost every operation decided 
upon by a government is a blow to 
the democratic process. If a demo- 
cratic society wishes to criticize its 
leaders, it does so at the polls." 

Arens, who when be was defence 
minister participated in the negotia- 
tions that led to the recent prisoner 


exchange, also took to task Likud 
MKs who assailed the exchange dur- 
ing the two days of debate on the 
government’s statement. 


“You .are all very wise and right- 
eous after the fact, when our three 
soldiers are home and safe," he told 
Benny Shalita and others. “But 
would you have spoken with the 
same bravado before the exchange, 
when the lives of our captive fighters 
was at stake?" 


Shalita also charged that the pre- 
Likud Labour government “got us 
into this mess of aligning ourselves 
with the Lebanese Christians, and it 
was none other than Yitzhak Rabin 
and Haim Bar-Lev who encouraged 
the siege on Beirut during Operation 
Peace for Galilee." 


Dan hits Lahat’s ‘lousy service’ remark

Finance Minister Moda’i is plot- 
ting to choke the educational system 
to death, an AlignmentMK charged 
yesterday. 

“We will not permit our schools to 
become hostages in ModaTs 
bands." Aharon Harel declared in 
the Education Committee. 

According to Harel. following the 
Finance Committee's refusal this 
week to approve a compulsory 
education fee, “the Treasury is now 
planning to withhold from the 
Education Ministry a sum equal to 
that which would have been raised 
through the fee." 

Harel warned that if the Treasury 
withholds the money, teachers will 
not be paid their wages for this 
month. 


At Harel's insistence, committee 
chairman N ah man Raz (Alignment) 
announced that he will ask Moda'i 
and Minister of Education Yitzhak 
Navon to appear before the commit- 
tee “in an attempt to forestall a 
collapse of our educational system." 

In another development. Prof. 
Shimon Sachs, director of the 
Education Ministry’s special educa- 
tion division, appealed for the exclu- 
sion of schools for special education 
from the ministry’s austerity prog- 
ramme. 

He warned that “even without 
reducing our budget, we find that we 
are unable to hire the basic staff we 
require in view of the natural in- 
crease in the number of children 
requiring special schooling." 

What is more, the ministries of 
Health and Labour and Social 
Affairs have “cast off all responsibil- j 
ity with regard to these children," he 
added.

Ethiopian kids become the real teachers 


Peres: Must not 
miss joining in 
U.S. ‘Star Wars’

HAIFA. - Prime Minister Peres sees 
Israel's participation in the U.S. 
“Star Wars” programme as an oppor- 
tunity not to be missed “in our own 
effort to be a land of science and high 
technology." 

“I warn the opponents that if we 
refuse, the Americans will go with- 
out us. and that would be unfortun- 
ate for us,” he told the Friends of 
Haifa University at a dinner on 
Tuesday night. 

Peres also stressed the importance 
of higher education, saying that “we 
have nothing to look for from the 
land, which is poor in resources, but, 
we can assure our future from .our ' 
people.” ' ' 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon told the university's board of 
governors that he didn’t understand 
how the government could make 
such extensive cuts in the higher- 
education badger. 

Honorary PH.Ds were awarded 
by the university to Peres. Morley 
Mitchell Cohen of Canada and Shio- 
mo Zalman Strochlitz of the U.S. 

Other doctorates were conferred 
on the late Prof. Benjamin Akzin. 
the university's first pro-rector, and 
on Jacques Attali, economic adviser 
to French President Francois Miner- 
rand.

BEERSHEBA. - An unusual 
anthropology coarse is enabling stu- 
dents at Ben-Gurion University of 
the Negev to get credir toward their 
BA while helping Ethiopian children 
with their homework several hours a 
week. 

“The idea is to teach a regular 
course in anthropology with such 
topics as cross-cultural conduct, 
acculturation and cultural relativism 
in a scientific way, without 
stereotypes... and to deal with the 
subject matier not only theoretically 
but also to go out and learn in the 
field." says Dr. Shmuel Ben-Dor, 
head of the university's behavioural 
science department and the man 
behind the project. 

The project also has an Ethiopian 
adviser, Rahamim Yitzhak, one of 
the first Ethiopian Jews to study at 
an Israeli university. “My purpose is 
to biidge the gap between, the Israeli 
Wd.tbeEtiuopian.societyw'.’ Yitzhak: 
says. MThe lecture isimportant, but 
{he one-on-one relationship be- 
tween the student and the child is 
even more important." 

Ben-Dor said that the course 
evolved before the mass immigra- 
tion of Ethiopians took place last 
year. “One of our graduates, Gadi 
Ben-Ezer, started workipg with 
Ethiopian youths in Ashkelon two 
years ago. . .the two of us , along with 
two students, began a series of talks 
with Ethiopian immigrants about 
their absorption problems. We real- 
ized that we simply don’t compre- 
hend what's going on." 

To understand the newly arrived 


community better, Ben-Dor con- 
ceived the course now offered at 
B-GU. Sixteen students were chosen 
and. through Youth Aliya. 16 Ethio- 
pian children were contacted. 

The first problem to overcome 
was how the students would be pre- 
sented to the children and their fami- 
lies. At first the students called 
themselves teachers, but the title, 
which helped the students gain the 
children's respect, soon backfired. 

“One student was actually thrown 
out by a child," Ben-Dor recalls. 
“Rahamim went to investigate and 
found out that the child was angry 
because the student was not a real 
teacher. They had gone downtown, 
for example, which the child en- 


joyed, but this was not perceived as 
real learning." 

Another frequent problem is that 
the children, although seemingly en- 
thused by the programme, fail to 
show up. "I have the feeling that the 
cognitive maps of the Ethiopians are 
totally different from ours: they per- 
ceive things in a different way.'' says 
Ben-Dor. 

But despite the frustrations on 
both side, both men say they want 
the programme to expand. 

“I hope time will do the trick and 
that not only will the Ethiopians 
learn from the Israelis, but the 
Israelis will learn from the Ethio- 
pians - things like manners and re- 
spect," says Yitzhak.

ders, some of them politically impor- 
tant (today)." 

State papers, according to the 
Archives Law, should be declassi- 
fied and opened to the public after 30 
years unless reasons of state security 
or defamation of character require 
their continued secrecy for a further 
20 years or more. 

But the government, with the ex- 
ception of the Foreign Ministry and 
the Prime Minister’s Office, has no 
standing declassification and screen- 
ing apparatus. 

If someone wished to see Justice 
or Agriculture Ministry papers from 
1948-49, for example, Alsberg can 
decide if he or one of his staff should 
do the screening; if he should apply 
to tile ministry concerned to do the 
screening; or ff he should release the 
files. As the ministries concerned 
have no screening personnel (or 
budget for it), such^jpplications 
almost invariably end m failure. 

In 1982 Charles Karnes, a 
sociologist then employed at the 
Central Bureau of Statistics, asked 
to see the papers of the Ministry for 
Minority Affairs (which existed be- 
tween May 1948 and summer 1949, 
when it was dismantled and replaced 
by tiie office of the Prime Minister’s 
Adyiser on Arab Affairs). 

Kamen, who was writing a paper 
on Israel's policy towards its Arab 
minority during the first years of the

state, was allowed, on an “informal'' 
basis to look through many of the 
ministry’s files after they were cur- 
sorily screened by an official of the 
office of the Arab Affairs Adviser. 

In early 1984, as other researchers 
began to seek for permission to see 
Minority Affairs Ministry docu- 
ments, Kamen was abruptly in- 
formed that he could no longer see 
any of the ministry files. 

The files, which number several 
hundred, were given for screening to 
Naomi Niv, a translator and editor, 
who is the wife of Irgun Zva'i Leu mi 
historian (and former member) 
David Niv. She had been appointed 
by then Prime Minister’s Office 
director-general (and former Lehi 
member) Mattityahu Shmuelevitz 
and then Prime Minister's Adviser 
on Arab Affairs, Binyamin Gur- 
Arye. Alsberg had endorsed the 
appointment. 

But the guidelines given Niv - who 
is nor a trained archivist or historian 
- by Gur-Arye and his assistant. 
Yitzhak Reiter, were not those laid 
down for classification by the Arc- 
hives Law, according to a well- 
placed source in the Prime Minister’s 
Office. 

Niv, this same source said, was 
instructed to dose all files containing 
material on the expulsion of Argbs 
and on the expropriation of Arab 
property.

Talks begin on moving State Archives

Negotiations have opened be- 
tween the owners of Shadre Zedek 
Hospital, the Jerusalem municipal- 
ity and several government minis- 
tries on moving the State Archives, 
currently headquartered at the 
Prime Minister’s Office, to the hos- 
pital's former complex on Jaffa 
Road. 

State archivist Avrabam Alsberg 
said the move has the support of 
senior ministers and conforms with 
the recommendations of the State 
Comptroller, who in a recent report 
decried the dispersal of the state 
archival material throughout Jeru- 
salem- 


Alsberg said the former Shaare 
Zedek complex had enough room 
for the archives' offices, reading 
rooms and repositories for material 
as well as space for a museum. 

Alsberg envisages a museum on 
the old hospital's ground floor which 
would trace through documents and 
photographs, the emergence of 
Israel's institutions of state and soci- 
ety since 1840. 

Alsberg said the reorganization of 
the floorspace and renovation would 
cost aout S3 million. He said that the 
idea, especially the museum, could 
attract foreign contributions. 

At yesterday's annual meeting of 
the Supreme Archives Council, 
Alsberg sought to mobilize support 
for the move. 


Niv usually turned to Reiter or Gur- 
Arye for clarification. 

Niv denies that she was instructed 
to classify files dealing with expul- 
sions and expropriations but says she 
cannot remember what guidelines 
she was given, and by whom. She 
ended up classifying dozens of 
Minority Affairs Ministry files, in- 
cluding many dealing with major 
subjects, such as Beersheba, Lod 
and Ramie. 

At least some of the important 
documents classified by Niv are 
available at the State Archives in the 
files of other ministries; one such is 
Minority Affairs Minister Bechor 
Shi Hit’s report of July 13. 1948 on his 
visit on July 12 to newly conquered 
Ramie. The report, submitted to the 
cabinet on July 14, said that Shitrit 
had been told by senior IDF com- 
manders in Ramie that they had 
orders to expel the inhabitants of 
Ramie and neighbouring Lod 
forthwith. The expulsion, ordered 
by Operation Dani Headquarters on 
July 12 (when Yitzhak Rabin was 
OC Operations), took place July 
12-13. 

Subsequent pressure by resear- 
chers to reconsider Niv’s mass classi- 
fication of files, when often only 
individual documents could have 
been withdrawn, led to Aisberg's 
appeal to the Cabinet Committee on 
Classified Archival Material - 
which, on May 6, upheld Niv’s deci- 
sions. 

The sense of yesterday’s Supreme 
Archives Counts] meeting was that 
the classification decision could only 
do a disservice to Israel's cause. 
Quoting a senior Canadian archivist , 
one of the participants said: "He 
who closes files hands the right of 
speech to his enemies." 

The cabinet committee at its meet- 
ing on May 6 also ruled to keep 
classified almost all Arab military 
and intelligence files captured by the 
EDF in 1967 in Gaza and in the West 
Bank. Some of this material has 
already been used by Israeli Arab- 
ists, who often double as intelligence 
officers in the reserves. 

The committee removed all 
limitations on public access to the 
civilian Arab "booty" files (those of 
the Arab Higher Committee, the 
George Antonins papers, etc.). 


PARIS (JTA). - French state- 
oontrolled television yesterday de- 
cided against screening a film which 
charges the war-time French Com- 
munist Party Withbetfayiriga; Jewish 
resistance group. The fi%, Reared 
Terrorists , retraces’ the story of "the 
Manouchian group," a network of 
anti-Nazi resistance fighters. 

Nazi-hunter Serge Klarsfeld ac- 
cused the television authority of hav- 
ing “given in to Communist Party 
pressures and to the party's refusal 
to search into its past. ” , 

The group, led by an Armenian, 
Missak Manouchian. and consisting 
of 2i other refugees, mainly East 
European Jews, was executed by a 
German firing squad in February 
1944. The group was affiliated to the 
French Communist underground 
and bad carried out 120 armed ac- 
tions which included sabotaging 


trains carrying German troops and 
killing individual Nazis. 

Historians have sought to find out 
who betrayed the group. According, 
40 researchers, - it was Joseph Davi-. 
dowitez, a former member of the 
group, who betrayed his comrades 
under torture. Davidowircz was later 
executed by another resistance 
group. 

Other historians believe the Com- 
munist Party itself betrayed the 
group for tactical and political 
reasons. The film supports this ver- 
son. 


Tourist claims

TEL AVIV (Itim). - A man who 
offered to escort a woman tourist to 
Ben-Gurinn Airport hit her, robbed 
her and threatened to kill her during 
the journey, it was alleged at Tel 
Aviv District Court yesterday. 

According to the prosecution 
Mario Viner, 28, from Bat Yam, hit 
Rachel Reich, from Argentina, in 
the face and tried to choke her with a 
car safety belt. He robbed her of 
cash and belongings worth more 
than $20,000, it was alleged.

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Bangladesh braces as second cyclone approaches 


DACCA- (Reuter). - Bangladesh 
was braced yesterday for a possible 
second cyclone after a tidal wave 
triggered by a cyclone battered its 
southern coast last Friday, killing up 
to 10,000 people. 

The Dacca Weather Bureau said a 
cyclone was now about 1,280 km. 
southwest of Bangladesh in the Bay 
of Bengal. 

It was moving northwards and 
could hit the coast in the next few 
days unless it dissipated, officials 
said. 

They also said two tropical dis- 
turbances, which couJd develop and 
strengthen -into cyclones in the next 
two days, were heading towards 
Bangladesh from the Bay of Bengal. 

The warnings carries as Bang- 
ladesh counted the cost of a 15-merre 
tidal wave which swamped seven 
islands on Friday. In addition to the 
deaths, five million were affected 
and 250,000 lost their homes.

Indian Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi was among the first international 
leaders to respond to the plea. He 
said in a message to Ershad he would 
send helicopters, food and other 
humanitarian help if required. 

The U.S. government has pledged 
£525.000. Britain $62,000. the Euro- 
pean Commission $375,000. the UN 
£525.000. and the West German Red 
Cross $100,000. 

Government officials said they ex- 
pected more aid commitments after 
Ersbad's plea. 


Violence in India on eve of 
anniversary of temple siege 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Sikh ex- 
tremists shot dead three Hindus in 
Punjab state as the Indian govern- 
ment tightened security ahead of the 
anniversary of the storming of the 
Golden Temple, the police said 
yesterday. 

The police in Chandigarh, capital 
of Punjab, said three Sikhs on a 
motor scooter fired at about 10 mig- 
rant workers from Uttar Pradesh 
state near the industrial town of 
Ludhiana Tuesday night, killing 
three and wounding three. 

All the victims were Hindus, the 
police said. Large numbers of mig- 
rant workers travel to Punjab at this 
tim e of the year to take part in 
rice-planting and wheat-harvesting. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's 
government has taken unpre- 


cedented steps to tighten security to 
head off violence ahead of the June 3 
anniversary of the army attack on 
the Golden Temple in which about 
1.000 Sikhs died. 

The troops attacked the temple, 
the holiest Sikh shrine, to flush out 
extremists seeking a separate state in 
Punjab where most of India's Sikhs 
live. 

Army reinforcements have moved 
into position in Amritsar, site of the .| 
shrine, and at other sensitive spots 
across Punjab. 

Leave for all policemen in Punjab 
has been cancelled. Patrols by police 
and paramilitary troops have been 
stepped up near bus depots, railway 
stations and cinemas, along railway 
tracks and in mainly Hindu areas. 


New Soviet push 

in A fghanis tan 

ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - An 
offensive by about 10.000 Soviet 
troops up the Kunar Valley in east- 
ern Afghanistan appears set on 
establishing a large communist base 
only one kilometre from the Pakista- 
ni border, western diplomats said 
yesterday. 

The offensive. Moscow's largest 
since it overran much of the rebel- 
held Panjsher Valley north of Kabul 
last year, aims first at breaking a 
10-month guerrilla siege of the bor- 
der town of Barikot at the valley's 
northern end, they said. 

If it reaches the embattled Afghan 
Army garrison there, they said, the 
Soviet Army would probably station 
up to 3,000 troops in Barikot to help 
seal off rebel infiltration routes 
along a stretch of the Pakistani bor- 
der. 


11 Ghanaians executed 
for ‘economic sabotage’ 


ABIDJAN. Ivory Coast (Reuter). - 
Eleven Ghanaians were shot by fir- 
ing squad last week in a reminder to 
the country's 1 1 million people that a 
campaign against corruption and dis- 
sent is still very much under wav. 

During the past week, nine others 
have been sentenced to death for 
bank fraud and two to life imprison- 
ment in Ghana's continuing drive 
against cocoa smuggling. 

Diplomatic sources say the sent- 
ences show that Ghana is deter- 
mined to continue with an Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) and 
World Bank-backed austerity prog- 
ramme which has caused severe 
hardship to most Ghanaians. 

“When you have had a long 


stretch of austerity with its. 
hardships, you get rough with people 
opposing your efforts. The execu- 
tions show the government's deter- 
mination to end economic sabot- 
age." a Ghanaian diplomat in Abid- 
jan. the Ivory Cbhst capital, com- 
mented. 

Since Ghana's leader; Flight- 
Lieutenant Jerry Rawlings, seized 
power in December 1981, the coun- 
try has frequently pledged to end the 
corruption it says was encouraged by 
the ousted civilian regime of Hilla 

I-im ann . 

But the campaign moved up a key 
last September when Interior Secret- 
ary Kofi Djin decared war on what 
he called economic saboteurs trying 
to wreck the revolution. 


Both Greek candidates confident as general election nears

The charismatic and emotional 
Socialist Prime Minister Andreas 
Papaodreou. 66, is seeking a second 
four-year term to complete his prog- 
ramme cf left-wing reforms. 

Opposing him is burly, cool- 
headed Constantine Mitsotakis, 
leader of rhe conservative, pro- 
western New Democracy Party. 
Also 66, he has stressed economic 
issues and wants to improve 
Greece's strained relations with the 
U.S. 

Some public opinion polls show 
New Democracy and Papandreou's 
Panhellenic Socialist Movement 
(Pasokj running neck and neck. But 
a poll -in the mass-circulation maga- 
zine. £>w put the Socialists four per- 
centage points ahead of New Demo- 
cracy. 

Confident claims by both candi- 
dates that they will win comfortably 
have lent added heat to the cam- 
paign. 

Foreign issues have stayed in the 


background and the main campaign 
thrust is the economy. Mitsotakis 
took the offensive, calling fof a liber- 
al, free-market economy and pledg- 
ing tax cuts designed to fuel econo- 
mic recovery. 

Papandreou has reacted strongly 
to the challenge, calling Mitsotakis a 
“traitor” and a “nightmare.'' Many 
of his speeches are condemnations of 
Mitsotakis and what he calls the 
“right wing,” which Socialists blame 
for most of Greece's past woes. 

Papandreou wants to set up super- 
visory councils for industry, includ- 
ing local and central government and 
workers' representatives, which 
would exercise a broad- supervision 
of each sector and ensure state plan- 
ning objectives are met. He also 
wants to eliminate tax fraud by the 
rich. 

Mitsotakis has pledged to abolish 
import and other taxes on cars, 
which in Greece often retail for more 
than double the factory price. He 


indicated that this measure would 
cut the price of a family car from 
about two million drachmas 
($15,000) to 1.3 million drachmas, 
(about $10,000). 

He has also pledged significan t tax 
cuts and reduced compulsory milit- 
ary service. 

Papandreou says inflation will fall 
to 10 per cent by the end of his 
second term if he is re-elected. 
Greece’s inflation rate from April 
1984 to April 1985 stood at 17.7 per 
cent, down from 24.5 per cent when 
the Socialists took over in 1981. 

Official figures say about 300,000 
workers will be without work by the 
end of the year, an unemployment 
rate of 8.1 per cent. Papandreou has 
promised to create 200,000 new jobs 
during his second term and to have 
full employment by 1990. 

Papandreou makes no secret of his 
personal dislike of Mitsotakis, dat- 
ing to 1965 when both belonged to 


the centrist government of the late 
George Papandreou. father of 
Andreas. 

In that year Mitsotakis led a group 
of deputies in a walkout. He says he 
feared a wider political crisis in the 
elder Papandreou's dispute with 
King Constantine U. 

Mitsotakis, regarded as one of the 
few politicians able to stand up to 
Papandreou in debate, has used his 
speaking skill to help mobilize the 
conservatives into a formidable chal- 
lenger. 

In Brussels, meanwhile, Nato offi- 
cials quietly hope that Papandreou 
will lose but are afraid to say so in 
case it helps his campaign. 

Papandreou has taken an out- 
spoken anti-Nato stance since Pasok 
won power in 1981, siding with the 
Soviet Union on nuclear arms issues, 
boycotting Nato exercises and vow- 
ing to dose U.S. bases in Greece by 
1990 . 
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Fleet Street magnates slug it out in tabloids’ dirty war

LONDON (Reuter). - Charges of 
lying, cheating, and editorial sabot- 
age fill the air around Fleet Street as 
the owners of Britain’s top two tab- 
loid newpapers slug it out in the 
industry's dirtiest brawl in years. 

The country's newest press mag- 
nate, Robert Maxwell, owner of The 
Mirror, is battling The Sun. property 
of media titan Rupert Murdoch. 

It used to be Murdoch who prom- 
ised upon each acquisition “we will 
never be boring,” but in this tabloid 
war it is Maxwell who is providing 
most of the excitement. 

Last week a judge thought Max- 
well had gone too far when the 
Czech oslovak-bom millionaire took 
legal action that could have sent one 


of Murdoch's editors to prison. But 
the judge’s entreaties for peace were 
roughly discarded. 

Maxwell, a decorated war hero 
whose booming voice and huge girth 
are said to strike fear into his prin- 
ters. bought Mirror Group News- 
papers 10 months ago for $148 mil- 
lion. 

He had been chasing the dream of 
owning a national newspaper since 
1968. When it came true Maxwell 
made himself housecleaner of Fleet 
Street’s slippery morals, with The 
Sun as prime target. 

He appointed an American -style 
in-house ombudsman to adjudicate 
on complaints and removed bare- 
breasted girls, a Sun staple, from 
The Mirror's pages. 


Sex is not out altogether. Maxwell 
would also like to see The Mirror, 
selling 3.4 million copies a day and 
rising, overtake The Sun , slipping 
‘from just over four million, and 
become Britain’s biggest-seiling 
paper. 

One idea for boosting circulation 
was to buy the British rights to film 
director Peter Bogdanovich's book 
on the 1980 murder of bunny play- 
mate Dorothy Stratten by her hus- 
band. 

It published The Dorothy Stratten 
Story on May 11. The Sun did so on 
die same day, under a subhead: 
"The Sun has got the big scoop.” 
Not, a Murdoch spokesman insisted, 
the Bogdanovich scoop: “our own 
researches... we have not even seen

It was. as The Sun confessed, a 
piece of “spoiling,” a tabloid practice 
whereby one dulls the impact of a 
rival paper’s exclusive by running 
something similar. 

Maxwell's venom knew no 
bounds. "We regret saying it.” de- 
clared The Mirror . “but The Sun is a 
lying, cheating, thieving newspaper. 
It is the kleptomaniac of Fleet 
Street. It is a blot on British journal- 
ism." 

Maxwell, having earlier obtained 
a prior restraint injunction against 
any purloining of the book, went 
back to the High Court and asked a 
judge to cite The Sun and editor 
Kelvin Mackenzie for contempt, 
which could have meant jail. 

The judge refused and implored 
the warring papers to call a truce “or 
at the very least exercise a greater 
degree of mutual forebearance.'' 

The Mirror, in a mocking pastiche 
of a regular Sun feature entitled "20 
things you didn't know about... 11 , 
listed 20 Sun misdemeanours, rang- 
ing from lifting stories to inventing 
them. 

It cited The . Sun's 1983 “world

exclusive” interview with a Falk- 
lands war widow, which The Sun 
later admitted making up. The Mir- 
ror said sbabbiness and defrauding 
bad been The Sun's way of life since 
Murdoch “set it firmly in the gut- 
ter.” 

Enmity between Maxwell and 
Murdoch goes back at least to the 
late 1970s when the Australian-born 
magnate trounced Maxwell in a bat- 
tle tc take over The News of the 
World, Britain’s biggest-seiling Sun- 
day newspaper.

MELBOURNE (Reuter). - Austra- 
lia will compensate Pablo Picasso’s 
daughter Mariana for a hole an art- 
gallery official's screwdriver put In 
one of her father's paintings.

MANAMA. - Two unidentified jet 
fighters yestdrday attacked the West 
German container ship Nqrasia Re- 
becca in the southern Persian Gulf, 
the" captain of the ship reported.

Meanwhile, three girls were killed 
and 27 wounded by an Iranian artil- 
lery shell yesterday while they were 
taking examinations in a school in 
the southern Iraqi city of Basra, the 
Iraqi news agency Ina reported. 

- It said the shell hit a classroom 
where the girls were taking their 
final secondary- school examina- 
tions. 

Basra has been under Iranian fire 
since the latest flareup in the 56- 
month-old Iraq-Iran war at the start 
of the week. 

Iraqi war planes made an over- 
night attempt to bomb Teheran, the 
Iranian capital, but were driven off 
by anti-aircraft fire. Irna. the official 
Iranian news agency, reported 
yesterday. 

The agency said the Iraqi jets flew 
over Teheran but failed to make any 
bombing runs. 

Iran announced early Tuesday its 
forces sent a ground-to-ground mis- 
sile crashing into Baghdad, the Iraqi 
capital, in retaliation for an Iraqi 
night raid on Teheran and air attacks 
on other Iranian cities. 

UN Secretary General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar expressed concern 
Tuesday over the possible escalation 
of attacks on civilian targets and 
called on Iran and Iraq to exercise 
restraint. He said he would be ready 
to help in finding a peaceful settle- 
ment.

^ PUTTING children in an institution 
^ i£ detrimental to their emotional and 
physical development, yet some 
babies are doomed to spending their 
whole lives in an institution. These 
are the retarded, the crippled and 
the otherwise handicapped. 

Tirza Dan, director of social ser- 
vices at Alyn Hospital in Jerusalem, 
says the staff in maternity wards is in 
large part responsible for the aban- 
• dotting of many handicapped babies. 

“When a baby with a serious de- 
fect is born, the doctors or nurses 
warn the mother that the case is too 
difficult to take care of at home. 
Sbe’s told she shouldn't get attached 
to the poor little thing. Sometimes 
they caution that the baby may die, 
and the mother, after a period of 
mourning, comes to terms with the 
anticipated loss of her child. ” 

The extended family also rein- 
forces the tendency to leave the 
handicapped baby in tbe hospital. 
Sometimes friends and relatives, 
especially brothers and sisters of the 
newborn, are told that the baby has 
died. 

“When the child does not die. 
suddenly the staff will begin to press- 
' . , , ure the parents to take him home,*' 

= %'+■ continues Ilan. “But. then it is too 

? . ' late. The critical early bonding pn> 

‘ ^ : cess between mother and infant is 

. ' lacking, and the parents see no 

reason to encumber themselves and 
their offspring with an unloved bur- 
den.” 

This view is disputed by Amalia 
' Oren. director of social services at 
Jerusalem's Sbaare Zedek Hospital, 
who deals with babies who have 
birth defects and their families. 

“Whenever a baby is born with a 
serious handicap," says Oren, “we 
make every effort to help the family 
- adjust to the shock and receive gui- 
dance and promises' of assistance 
while still in the hospital. We espe- 
cially encourage the mother to hold 
the child and care for him in the 
ward, because if she does this she is 


more likely to take him home even- 
tually.” 

When a baby with Down's Syn- 
drome (retardation) is bom, a doc- 
tor from the Child Development 
Centre comes to the hospital to 
make contact with the parents. Cen- 
tre staffers provide stimulation exer- 
cises in the newborn's home. 

From the age of two, retarded 
children are accepted at a special 
nursery school at the centre where 
occupational therapy, physiother- 
apy, family guidance for the parents 
and medical services are part of an 
intensive programme. 

“Children who are brought up in 
warm families show fewer signs of 
retardation-,” Oren states. Many go 
to school, even high school, learn a 
trade, many and raise families. 
Some remain in sheltered workshop 
frameworks, but all enjoy quality of 
life, she says. 

Nonetheless, there are approx-, 
hnateiy 25 children with Down's Syn- 
drome or other birth defects whose 
families will not take them home, 
“stuck” in pediatric wards around 
the country. The situation has be- 
come more acute since a new policy 
was introduced by the Service for the 
Retarded of tbe Ministry of Social * 
Welfare. 

Because there is not enough room 
in institutions, babies with Down’s 
Syndrome can no longer be placed in 
these homes since preference must 
be given to more difficult cases. 
Children below the age of three 
months have always been rejected as 
being too young for placement. 

The administrative muddle has 
still to be straightened out. Children 
abandoned in the hospital are not 
covered by Kupat Holim (they're 
not sick): the National Insurance 
Institute does not pay after the first 
week, and the Ministry of Social 
Welfare does not feel responsible for 
financing hospitalization outside its 
recognized institutions. 

Both Dan and Oren agree that tbe 


No place tike home 

Many handicapped children are abandoned at birth by their 
parents. Adoption or fostering of these children would be ideal, 
despite the difficulties. Leah Abramowitz reports. 



ideal solution for ihese abandoned 
children is adoption or foster care. 
Such placement is generally found 
by the municipal social services. The 
sum now offered foster families for 
caring for a handicapped child is 
about $120 a month, “not a sum 
which will attract many applicants,” 
says Oren ruefully. 

Rumour has it that in the northern 
district, some retarded children have 
been placed with Arab families for 
whom the money offered is still a 
lordly sura. Furthermore, only one 
institution - St. V-iocem in Ein 
Kerem. Jerusalem - accepts children 
who need a feeding tube to eat. 
Though St. Vincent cares for the 
most severely handicapped children 
of all religions, it will accept only 
three children at a time with feeding 
tubes. 

The youngsters themselves, the 
subject of so much controversy and 
concern, go about the business of 
growing up. Despite their hand- 
icaps. they develop motor and social 
skills and reach out to the environ- 
ment seeking love and attention. 

Oren describes one seven-month- 
old baby with Down's Syndrome, the 
ninth child of a family beset with 
social problems. The father was un- 
employed and the mother felt in- 
adequate to cope with the extra 
burden of a retarded child. 

In the children's ward the baby has 
learned to roll over, hold objects and 
throw them, smile at those who 
.come to play with him and is riving to 
sit up. “He doesn’t look different 
from other children: he's healthy.” 
•says Oren. “He would make an ideal 
candidate for foster care or adop- 
tion.” 

Ilan also has examples of children 
who could easily be absorbed into a 
family setting. There is a little girl of 
six whose parents abandoned her at 
birth when they were told she was 
deformed and would probably nor 
live. Today, though a dwarf and' 
confined to a wheelchair because of 


her crippled legs, the youngster is 
independent, outgoing and very in- 
telligent. 

“She reads, writes, draws, plays, 
is very loving and would enjoy and 
contribute a great deal to a family 
setting." says Dan. In kindergarten, 
this tittle girl with brown hair, green 
eyes and a pug nose, used to tell her 
playmates stories about an imagin- 
ary' family she has fantasized for 
herself. She has never seen her real 
parents. 

Another child at Alyn. a bov of 
four, is in llan’s words, "a beautiful 
child,” with black hair, large black 
laughing eyes. He Is good natured. 
highly intelligent, “a real heart- 
breaker." she says. 

This little boy was bom with a 
deformation of the spine, but he is 
able to walk with braces and crutch- 
es. controls his bodily functions and 
is very anxious to have a family. His 
biological family was very problema- 
tic - an alcoholic father, a mother 
who “couldn't function.” and so he 
was brought up in Alyn. 

Although foster rare for these 
children would be ideal. Tlan is 
aware of the difficulties. In her 16 
years at Alyn she recalls onlv a verv 
few long-lasting successful match- 
ings. Many people have offered to 
take handicapped children into their 
homes, but once they learn of the 
problems, both physical and emo- 
tional. they back out. 

Not all families who present them- 
selves as candidates are suitable. 
There have been several instances of 
families taking a child home and 
later returning him. a bitter dis- 
appointment for the youngster 
which is not easily overcome. 

Nevertheless, there are also suc- 
cess stories, as of a three-year-old 
child who was cared for by a family 
with eight children and who has since 
been adopted by them.

A WOMEN'S mental health move- 
ment exists in Israel in tbe form of 
rape crisis centres and battered 
- ■■ .. m women shelters, yet physical health 
awareness has not yet arrived, say 
Gari Blumberg and Betty Berger, of 
' Tel Aviv's Women’s Health In- 
formation Centre. * 

“Israelis don't trust their own 
judgement with regard to health. 
Even a woman doctor we spoke to 
approved of the idea of breast self- 
examination, but became hysterical 
when we talked of cervical self- 
■ examination, "said Blumberg. 

The Health Information Centre 
hopes to provide an alternative to 
the health care services presently 
. , . rr ' available to women, ft .aims even- 

tually to open a centre complete with 

clinic facilities; but'presem efforts 
are devoted to gathering and dis- 
seminating women's health inform a- 
' tion and translating into Hebrew 
material yet undistributed in Israel. 

Self-help, the term applied to the 
feminist view of health care, advo- 
cates that womeD can take control of 
their bodies and their lives by learn- 
ing enough about their physical 
make-up and well-being not to be 
.. solely dependent on conventional 
medicine - which many women feel 
leaves much to be desired in its 
approach to female health. 

1 “Self-help is not necessarily anta- 
}S (*iU l gonistic to the medical profession. It 


is not out to replace conventional 
medicine bur to help women know 
themselves when they are sick and 
when they are healthy," says Fran 
Kaplan, now living in Tel Aviv, who 
-founded Bread and Roses, a success- 
ful alternative women's health cen- 
tre in Milwaukee. Wisconsin. 

The emphasis is on preventive 
care, say tbe women of the informa- 
tion centre. They feel that Israeli 
doctors are overburdened by many 
-routine procedures that could be 
performed by lay people. 

“When you real™ that women 
are the largest consumers of health 
care services, going through pre- 
gnancy and still being the key figure 
in child-rearing, it makes sense that 
they should know what it is they are 
buying,” explains Blumberg. 

Up until now, tbe Women's 
Health Information Centre has kept 
a low profile, operating a weekly 
telephone hotline (Kav Habriut), 
and offering breast self-examination 
sessions and self-help courses. It has 
also begun compiling information 
from women on various gynecolog- 
ists throughout the country, in order 
to offer a doctor referral service. 

The first major event, a women’s^ 
health symposium, took place last 
week in Tel Aviv. There were work- 
shops on mental health, birth con- 
trol, compulsive eating, acupres- 
sure, nutrition, reflexology, self-

help, childbirth, menopause, stress 
management, macrobiotics, and the 
Bates method of eye improvement. 

Organizers hoped that the sympo- 
sium would raise consciousness 
among women about using their 
ability to understand their bodies. 

“Here: women are very reluctant 
to take off their pants, set up the 
mirrors and speculum and look at 
their cervixes.” says Berger who 
teaches a self-help course. She feels 
that the difference between the 
progress of self-help here and in the' 
U.S. can be attributed to the Amer- 
ican consumer ibovement. 

“In the U.S!, feminism and 
woman’s health is a consumer move- 
ment. Israelis are just beginning to 
be good consumers, critical of pro- 
ducts they are sold,” says Berger. 

■ The model for the Women's 
Health Information Centre is, to a 
large extent. Bread and Roses, a 
private, alternative health centre 
owned and operated by women 
themselves. 

“Because it is run by those who 
are the consumers of the service, it 
can respond to women's needs in a 
much more immediate way than can 
public healttf care,” says Fran Ka- 
plan.

For example, in 1980 the Bread 
and Roses journal printed an article 
on premenstrual syndrome (PMS). 
then unrecognized as a legitimate 
medical condition. A Milwaukee 
daily newspaper then caried the arti- 
cle, which outlined such symptoms 
as swelling in the joints, headaches 
and anxiety. Within 24 hours, about 
150 desperate women bad called the 
centre asking for help. 

' "They told of how they would 
suddenly burst out dying for no 
reason, how it was ruining their 
marriage. Some had tried suicide, 
and most had generally been dismis- 
sed by doctors for symptoms that 
always appeared just before their 
periods.” recounts Kaplan.. 

Bread and Roses assembled the 
women, and gave them ques- 
tionaires to fill "out. This was the 
beginning of research on PMS: and 
eventually support groups for suffer- 
ers were set up. 

At first the medical profession was 
reluctant to take PMS seriously be- 
cause its diagnosis originated with a 
non-expert clinic, but soon hospitals 


were carrying out their own research 
in cooperation with the centre, and 
today PMS is considered a legitimate 
female disease, deserving of medical 
attention. 

Kaplan's philosophical outlook is 
to connect the body, the mind, and 
the social environment (tbe body 
politic). Bread and Roses therefore 
houses physical and mental health 
services, health education and 
advocacy facilities, all under one 
roof. 

Pap tests, pregnancy tests, breast 
examinations, contraceptive fittings 
and first trimester abortions are ex- 
amples of the medical services avail- 
able. In the area of mental health, 
support groups and individual coun- 
selling are provided to rape and 
incest victims, anorexics and buli- 
mics, and to women who undergo 
abortions. 

“The possibilities are endless, de- 
pending on what tbe immediate 
needs of the women are,” says Ka- 
plan. 

Kaplan, Blumberg and Berger are 
optimistic about the future of alter- 
native health care for women in Is- 
rael despite the current reticence on 
the part of Israeli women. 

“If you form an alternative that is 



really needed it wOl work. Many 
women already go to private gyneco- 
logists.” says Blumberg. “It is really 
a matter of consciousness-raising to 
overcome barriers” says Berger. 

“I remember one’ middle-aged 
woman who came to Bread and 
Roses from a small town and was at 
first very embarrassed by the idea of 
examining her cervix. After every- 
one else in the group had undressed. 


she stood up triumphantly and said, 
“My husband has seen it, my doctors 
have all seen it, four children have 
been through it why shouldn't I see 
it?" And from then on, she took 
control of her body and her health,” 
recounts Kaplan.

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THE SIGN indicating the location of 
the workshop had said originally 
“battering men.” but a passerby 
chang ed it to read “battered men.” 
Another passerby added “why not?” 
Those interpretations were not co- 
incidental jokes in the opinion of 
workshop leader Dj. Jeffrey Edle- 
son. who asserted they say some- 
thing about the Israeli public's atti- 
tude toward the problem. 

Attitudes of the public, the police 
and the courts in the U.S. have been 
influenced by a strong women's 
movement which has inculcated the . 
idea that husband and wife can be 


equal partners in a relationship, not 
master and servant, Edleson said. 

“Id Israel, there doesn’t seem to 
be that kind of women’s movement, 
and the macho stereotype of the 
strong and the weak woman is 
much more in-grained fa ere than in' 
America. Maybe the change here 
will come to treat battering men,'’ he 
said. . . 

The workshop, which attracted 15 
professionals (10 women and five 
men) who want to treat battering 
husbands, was organized by Sbatil 
(consulting services for voluntary 
organizations). This is a project of an

American-based organization for 
improving social democracy in Israel 
called the New Israel Foundation. 

Some of the participants work at 
shelters for battered women: others 
are employed by the Ministry jof 
Labour and Social Affairs or other 
social agencies. 

Other participants want to work 
with battering husbands on a volun- 
tary basis.

Workshop participants engaged in 
a role-playing exercise in which 
Edleson was group leader and three 
male participants pretended to be 
battering husbands. This was sup- 
posed to be a group which had 
already met for several weeks, and 


the men were dealing with tbe frus- 
trations they felt because their wives 
were not changing. 

“I haven’t hit her for four weeks.” 
one said. “But she still yells and 
complains and doesn't want to go for 
treatment or to change.” 

Edleson tried to explain th3t the ' 
men can ask for support from their 
wives but cannot set an agenda for 
another person by demanding that 


their wives do this or that. 

"Not only these men. but society 
as a whole tends to blame the vic- 
tim,” he said later. “The question 
isn't what the woman should do 
differently; the men. after all. are 
doing the bitting. OfteD. a man com- 
es to a treatment centre after his wife 
has left home, demanding help in 
getting his wife back. 

"We have to explain to him that 
our job is to help him be nonviolent. 
His wife may crane back to him later, 
or she may not, but he has to be able 
to be in a relationship with his wife or 
with any other women without using

Method of getting 
more out of robots

TEL AVIV. - The government can 
sohe the country's economic diffi- 
culties b> doing one or a combina- 
tion of two things. It can have a 
realistic devaluation, which means 
cancelling the linkage set-up in the 
country, or it can use the classic 
method of permitting unemploy- 
ment. 

Yig«:el Ne'e nun. chairman of the 
Association of Electronic Industries, 
and managing director of Tadiran. 
who said this yesterday, added that 

“the package deal is not helping the 
country on the way to recovery. .As n 
matter of fact, it is destructive in 
certain ways, since the government 
and its leading officials are spending 
nearly all their time on trying to 
make the deal work. Meanwhile 
thev avoid the real problem facing 
the economy, which is to enlarge the 
productive sector and make it more 
profitable. *’ 

None of the three Other managing 
directors of large electronics com- 
panies present at the press confer- 
ence yesterday to discuss the plight 
of their industry after ten years of 
growth, rose up to deny Ne'eman's 
demand for devaluation (and de- 
iinkage I or for unemployment. They 
were. Elisha Shohmoon of Motor- 
ola. Gorion Meltzer. head of Koor 
Electronics, and Akivu Mayer, head 
of El-OP. 

"Unless these two steps are taken, 
the productive base of Israel will be 
virtually wiped out. And this is far 


worse than what I have proposed.” 
Ne'eman said. 

Before turning to the present 
problems facing the industry in its 
most “problematic year,” Ne'eman 
sketched in the background of ten 
years nf growth, so that the gloomy 
present could stand out in bolder 
relief. 

Since the first year of the decade 
ending in December 1984, sales had 
grown from S230 million (exports 
were SSOm.j to SI. 785m. (exports 
were $S95m). which was an average 
annual growth of 22% . These figures 
include both civilian and military 
electronics. 

The number of employees had 
risen from 13,000 in 1974 to 38,200, 
and the number of engineers em- 
ployed had grown from 1,300 to 
8.630. 

"Compare these remarkable fi- 
gures with the fact that Israel’s total 
industrial production remained vir- 
tually the same over these ten years. 
The obvious conclusion is that if the 
electronics industry grew, other in- 
dustries declined in production he 
said. 

But during the last six months, 
some 2,000 persons (mainly semi- 
skilled workers, not engineers) have 
been fired from the 48~ industries in 
the association. (These 48 industries 
constitute 9S% of all production.) 
And in the past four months exports 
have dropped by about 10%. 
Moreover, government orders have 
shrunk tremendously.

Gandhi scores public sector 


NEW DELHI (AP>. - Prime-Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi, an advocate of 
economic liberalization, yesterday 
chastised the troubled public sector 
for what he called a lackadaisical 
performance, saying it cannot func- 
tion as a "hospital” for unprofitable 
companies. 

Addressing chief executives of 
government companies here. Gan- 
dhi said India as a poor country 
could not afford a public sector that 
did not perform well. 

The public sector could give no 
excuses if it w as unable to come up to 
people's expectations, the 40-year- 
old leader said. 

Gandhi has said a major task is the 
restructuring of unprofitable gov- 
ernment industries. 

The 1985/86 budget of the Gandhi 
government has recommended no 
fresh state investments in the public 
sector without “better utilization of 


existing capacity and higher return 
on past investments." 

State-owned companies account 
for more than 5l)% of the total 
capital investment in India. 

Gandhi told the executives that 
the public sector bad to. increase 
production, absorb new technology 
and promote discipline and efficien- 
cy. 

The industrial revolution, he said, 
came 300 years late in India, “and 
now- the technological revolution is 
knocking at our doors. The country , 
cannot afford to miss it.” 

Since his election last December, 
Gandhi has been following a new 
economic strategy aimed at less state 
controls, a greater role for the Indian 
private sector and lifting of curbs on 
import of high-technology. Leftists 
have criticized him for introducing 
market-oriented, capitalist mea- 
sures in India's partly planned eco- 
nomy. 


even gloomier. "Some years ago. 
Israeli electronic goods were 20% 
cheaper on the European market 
than the European product. Now it 
is the opposite, we are about 20% 
more expensive." 

Ne'eman pointed out that with the 
single exception of Canada. Israel is 
the only country in the world which 
bases its currency on the dollar. 
"True, the government compen- 
sated exporters for the weaker Euro- 
pean currencies, but this compensa- 
tion has been cut bv 17% lately." 

Thus. Israeli goods were becom- 
ing steadily less and less competitive 
in Europe. 

There was also a small and persis- 
tent drain of engineers to the U.S. 
Meltzer put the number of Israelis 
working in Silicon Valley alone at 
between 1 .000 and 2.000. 

These engineers had been 
attracted abroad not by higher gross 
pay. but by much higher take-home 
pay. Ne'eman said that an engineer 
costs the Israeli industry the same as 
in the U.S., about $3,000 a month. 
“But in Israel, his take-home pay is 
29% of this sum, or about SSOO a 
month for the average engineer, 
while in the LI.S, his take-home pay 
is 62% of the S3. 000, or more than 
$1,600." Nevertheless. Meltzer 
thought that Israelis could be lured 
home by providing them with more 
interesting work and problems to 
tackle. "They are not so much in- 
terested in money as in using their 
brains," he put it. 

Assuming that the present prob- 
lems -falling local and foreign sales, 
declining competitiveness, etc. - 
were solved, could the industry 
embark on a huge leap forward? The 
answer was - no. It lacked highly 
skilled manpower, especially en- 
gineers. The Technion bad virtually 
not increased its graduating class 
over the past ten years, although it 
was now planning to do so. At pre- 
sent the industry was short some 
2,000 engineers, despite the depress- 
ed economic conditions. 

A partial solution to the problem 
.had been found. This autumn TeL 
Aviv University will open a special 
school to upgrade practical en- 
gineers (handesa’im, who had 
finished a technical highschool. such 
as Ort) into fully accredited en- 
gineers. The nine-month three- 
semester course for two years would 
produce 100 engineers a year, gra- 
dually rising to 300 a year, he added. 


By YITZHAK OKED 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVTV. - a local high-tech 
company announced here yesterday 
that it had developed a revolutionary 
integrated system called Heron that 
will make robots work more quickly 
and efficiently, and at greater sav- 
ing. 

Speaking at a press conference 
here yesterday. Shlomo. Dovrat. 
president of Robcad (a subsidiary of 
Oshap Technologies, of Herzliya) 
said that Heron was going to be 
shown for the first time publicly at 
ihe International Robot Show in 
Detroit, next week. 

Heron is actually an engineer's 
work station, including a computer, 
the table surrounding the work sta- 
tion. and the software the computer 
uses to teach the robot how to work, 
and to do its task more efficiently 
and at a faster clip. Till now the 
teaching process was long and costly, 
deterring many potential buyers 
from going over to robotization. 

Dovrar revealed thar even before 
its official presentation, there has 
been great interest in Heron. One of 
the leading robot manufacturers. 
GMF. is planning to sign an agree- 
ment with Robcad next week based 
solely on pre-demonstration in- 
formation it received. GMF is jointly 
owned by the American company 
General Motors and the Japanese 
company Fanuc. 

According to Dovrat this order 
will be Robcad’s calling card and 
should open many doors in the 
American manufacturing commun- 
ity.

UK trade balance 
back in the black 


OIL-STAMP. - Nigerian head of 
state Major-General Muhammadu 
Buhari has approved the issue of 
commemorative postage stamps,, to 
mark Opec’s 25th anniversary. 


LONDON (AP). - Britain's balance 
of trade with the rest of the world 
went back into the black in April 
after a record deficit in March, the 
government reported yesterday. 

The current account of the ba- 
lance of payments showed a surplus 
of £123 million ($154m.) last month, 
the Department of Trade and Indus- 
try said. 

The main reason for the improve- 
ment over March, when the figures 
showed a £555m. (S695m. ) shortfall, 
was a substantial upturn in Britain's 
North Sea oil industry, the depart- 
ment said. 

The surplus in oil was £684ra. 
($S55m.) in April £423m. ($529m.) 
better than in March. 

The department said this repre- 
sented a return to normal levels of oil 
imports after Britain’s nearly year- 
long coal strike ended in March. The 
strike necessitated large-scale- con- 
version fronl chad to dif by utilities. *

BEERSHEBA. - The applied plas- 
tics laboratory inaugurated here 
yesterday at the Bromine Com- 
pounds plant will be the spearhead 
for the company's future research 
and development, said managing 
director Ariel Ginsburg. “The lab 
has been operational for several 
mdnths. r ’ he addKH*"but we didn't 
cut ribbons before making sure that 
the thing really works." 

The laboratory has five resear- 
chers and has already increased the 
number of flame-retardants pro- 
duced by the company from two to 
ten. In the past four years, sales of 
these flame retardants have in- 
creased from $10 million to $37m. 
“Our five-year plan at Bromine 
Compounds is to double annual sales 
from S135m. to S270m." said Gins- 
burg, “and the plan also depends on 
this laboratory." 

Bromine Compounds, a subsidi- 
ary of Israel Chemicals, exports 99% 
of its products. Flame retardants 
account for nearly a third o'f its sales. 
They are used in the manufacturing 
of television and video equipment, 
computers, telephones, carpets and 
electronic typewriters. Hundreds of 
thousands of tons of flame retar- 
dants of all types are used by world 
industry every year, a company 
spokesman said.

As for the growth rate in re- 
venues. the North Atlantic route 
grew the fastest, with a rise of 
11.6%.

WASHINGTON. - A former senior 
U.S. government economist yester- 
day predicted that Israel's economy 
could face “a financial crisis'' by this 
Summer unless some major reforms 
are immediately enacted. 

Hany J. Shaw, who headed the 
military assistance branch of the 
U-S. Office of Management and 
budget from 1967 until 1980, said 
that “unquestionably Israel’s eco- 
nomy is in worse shape than ever.” 

Writing on the editorial page of 
‘ The Wall Street Journal, Sbaw pin- 
ned some of the blame on the mas- 
sive infusions of U.S. financial assist- 
>nce, which has “permitted Israel to 
put off facing up to the consequences 
of its economic folly. Israel has been 
living beyond its means and drawing 
down -its foreign exchange reserves 
at an alarming rate that could bring a 
financial crisis by summer.” 

Shaw, who is currently associated 
with the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace located in 
Washington, a prestigious think 
tank, said the latest Sl.S billion in 
proposed emergency U.S. economic 
grants for Israel would provide “a 
cushion against such a crisis.” but in 
the absence of major reforms the aid 
will quickly “disappear.” 

Shaw's article was published on 
the eve of next week's full-scale 
session in Jerusalem of the U.S.- 


Warning by U.S. economist 

Only maj or reform can 
avert economic crisis 
as early as this summer 


Israeli Joint Economic Develop- 
ment Group, co-chaired by U.S.

Secretary of State Shultz" ope U.S. 
source said. 

Although the Reagan Administra- 
tion has proposed the extra, two- 
year SI. 5b. emergency economic 
supplemental package for Israel, 
senior U.S. officials are known to 
remain very concerned that it will 
prove relatively useless in the long 
run: 

The Americans have been 
alarmed by the most recent econo- 
mic figures announced in Israel, 
especially the inflation rate for last 
month. 


In The Wall Street Journal article 
* yesterday, Shaw went on to insist 
that Israel’s military edge" over the 
Arabs was quite impressive and that 
the latest increase in U.S. military 
assistance was merely designed to 
help strengthen Israel's overall de- 
fence industry. 

“The fact is that Israel's military 
forces are now so well equipped thar 
U.S. military aid is increasingly, 
being used to subsidize the growth of 
Israel's expensive and inefficient de- 
fence industry, which can survive 
over the long run only by competing 
in the international arms market.” 
he said. 

He specifically urged the U.S. to 
end its subsidy of the Lavi jet fighter 
programme. “To go on with the Lavi 
is to throw good money after bad - as. 
much as S9b. to Sl2b. by some 
estimates.’* he said.

“Proponents of more military aid 
to Israel imply that failure to provide 
it could jeopardize Israel's security. 
Shaw continued. “But the reality is 
that Israel now enjoys enough of a 
superiority in effective ^military 
forces that it could defeat any realis- 
tic combination of Arab forces. 
Moreover, barring some extraordin- 
ary new factor in the Middle East 
militar y equation, Israel could main- 
tain that superiority for the next 
several years with the U.S. arms 
already on hand or on order. **

However, exports in climate con- 
trol -the use of electronic devices to 
regulate temperatures in institutions 
and thus saving energy - are ex- 
pected to grow very quickly in the 
future. 


PARIS (Reuter). - Renault, the 
troubled state-owned car group, is 
planning to axe 21 ,000 jobs, or more 
than 20% of its French work-force, 
by the end of 1986, a board member 
said yesterday. 

The recovery plan, put by 
recently-appointed chairman 
Georges Besse to the board of direc- 
tors on Monday, envisages cutting 
the work-force to 77.000 by the end 
of 1986, from 98,000 at the end of 
last year. 

Renaualt lost Frl2.5S billion 
($ 1.35b.) in 1984, a record for 


French industry. 

The grout* expects its French 
work-force to fell to 86.000 by the 
end of this year, the board member 
said. This is below the company's 
original 89,000 target, due to foe 
favourable response of more than 
90% of workers concerned to early 
retirement and immigrant repatria- 
tion schemes. 

Besse did not indicate how the 
extra 9,000 jobs would be shed in 
1986. although he did say that the 
company would not resort to out- 
right firings.

Tfie New Complete 
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ISTANBUL (Reuter). - Turkish 
President Kenan Evren yesterday 
inaugurated work on the second 
Bosporus bridge linking Asia and 
Europe, to be built by a consortium 
of Turkish, Japanese and Italian 
firms. 

In a ceremony on the Asian side of 
the waterway, also marking the Tur- 
kish conquest of Istanbul in 1453, 
Evren detonated an explosion 
breaking ground for the bridge, to be 
sited north of the first one, in use 
since 1973. ‘ 

The $500 milUg^cbntract "for the 


bridge and 217km. of motorway and 
access roads went to the Turkish firm 
Sezai Turkes-Fevzi Akkaya Insaaat, 
frnpreglio Spa of Italy and Japan's 
Ishficawajima-Harima Heavy Indus- 
tries, Nippon Kokan and Mitsubishi. 

The 1,090-metre bridge, rising 165 
metres above the narrow channel, 
will be the fifth-longest suspension 
bridge in the world and is scheduled 
for completion in three years.

■TEL AVIV. - Yesterday's trading 
represented more of the same as far 
as both price direction and volumes 
were concerned. Shares kept felling 
and bonds were mixed. The 
“arrangement" sector kept its head 
above water, but only just. 

For the third successive day the 
“free” share market lost ground, 
and once again it was the so-called 
heavy shares, held primarily by 
mutual funds and other institutional 
investors, that were worst bit. 

Volume in the share market slip- 
ped slightly to IS2.1 billion (now $2 
million) and the “free" share market 
took the larger part of this, but not 
by much. The lead of declining issues 
over advancing ones remained in 
place, but what augured worse for 
the share market in the coining days, 
was the fact that sharply falling 
issues suddenly became more than 
twice as numerous as those which 
showed sharp gains. The 16 “sellers 
only” situations quite swamped the 
two “buyers only.” 

The non-bank index fell by 
1.64%. more than on either Monday 
or Tuesday, and this time rbe fail 
encompassed every single sector of 
the “free" share market. 

Worst hit by far were the invest- 
ment companies, which plunged by 
another 4.16%. The slide in this 
sector is beginning to look like a 
rout. Not far behind were the non- 
“arrangement” banks (-3.67%) and 
then, perhaps surprisingly, the oil 
group (-2.88%). 

Industrials lost 1.24% overall, 
with the weakness of the electronics 
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and optics group offset by slight 
gains in food and textile shares. This 
last move must surely be connected 
with the goings-on at Ata. but it is 
difficult to see exactly how.... 

The “arrangement” sector was re- 
latively quiet, gaining. 0.38% on a 
sectoral basis, and thereby moderat- 
ing the fall in the General Share 
Index caused by the free market 
groups. 

In the bond market prices con- 
tinued to be mixed - to an even 
greater degree than on previous 
days. Even the dollar-linked groups 
were unclear as to which direction to 
take, with Admon and Rimon series 
fairly steady, while the older Gilboa 
were mostly ahead, some by up to 
2%. 

Volume in the Treasury bond sec- 
tor continues to be negligible. 
Yesterday IS155m. changed hands, 
and the yields remained in the 14- 
14.5% monthly range. The cross- 
currents in the bond market are 
probably the result of end-of-the- 
month purchases by some funds and 
banks, offset by the need for liquid- 
ity to meet redemption payments on 
the part of others. If so. tomorrow - 
which is the last trading day in May - 
may see this trend clear up and' a 
smoother pattern emerge.

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Lawlessness must end 


THE RELEASE of 1 ,150 Arab prisoners, among them scores 
of convicted murderers with innocent Jewish blood on their 
hands, for three Israeli soldiers held by terrorist gang leader 
Ahmed Jibril. will keep agitating public opinion, despite the 
defence minister's assurances to the Knesset yesterday that the 
cabinet decision on the exchange, adopted unanimously, was 
unavoidable in practice, rooted in past policy and morally 
justified. 

But having taken that decision, the least that could have been 
expected of the government - and particularly of Yitzhak 
Rabin - is that they would stand by it. That means honouring 
the permission granted, doubtless most reluctantly and only at 
the insistence of the Red Cross, to some 600 of the ex-prisoners 
to return to their homes in the West Bank. That Jewish settlers 
in the area would be scandalized was to be anticipated, but they 
ought to have been sternly warned against - and vigorously 
prevented from - making any attempt to force the returnees 
into crossing the river to Jordan. 

In fact this is precisely what the settlers promptly began 
doing, with nary a finger being lifted by the army all week long 
to stop them. Shootings into the homes of ex-prisoners were 
followed by posters being put up on their walls threatening 
them with dire retribution if they did not leave the Israel-ruled 
area, and by leaflets being distributed to their Arab neighbours 
calling on them to banish the terrorists, even through organized 
boycott, or suffer the consequences. 

Apart from the dutiful reiteration of a vacuous pledge to see 
to it that law and order are maintained, the army's response to 
the settlers' hooliganism has been conspicuous only for its 
absence. 

This is intolerable. Distasteful as the task of protecting some 
of the most odious enemies of the Jewish People and the State 
of Israel must be. it cannot be shirked, and the lawless 
campaign of the settlers, so much in character with their usual 
attitude towards Israel's sovereign authority, must be ended. 
The alternative is an open abdication of the government’s role 
in the territories in favour of the settlers. 


A solution for Ata 


THE RIGHT to work may not be counted among the basic 
human rights. 

Nevertheless, even regimes committed to the unhindered 
operation of market forces rarely carry that principle to its 
ultimate conclusion. In practice, whether because of human 
compassion or out of political calculation, they will not allow 
large numbers of workers to be thrown into the street all at 


The public debate over Ata has been over whether, in saving 
that old textile plant from immediate extinction, the govern- 
ment should or should not throw good money after bad, and -if 
the answer is that it should - how much it can afford to lay out in 
Israel's present dismal economic situation. 

That, however, is not the real problem. The real problem is 
how to prevent Ata's workers from being thrown into the street 
ali at once and all together, even though it is clear that the plant 
has no future. The government's obligation to pick up the tab 
follows from the failure of industrial policy to phase out the 
basic textile industry, Ata included, a long time ago. It follows, 
too, from a policy that allowed the ailing enterprise to be 
milked dry, with the help of hefty doses of public money and 
generous tax concessions, by the Eisenberg Group. 

Ata’s current plight is not the responsibility of its workers, 
and they need not pay for it. 

If it is accepted that the sacking, here and now, of Ata’s 
workers is unacceptable, then there are two ways of meeting 
rhe problem. 

The first is that which the government has been pursuing - 
the dilatory attention of the minister in charge, Ariel Sharon - 
namely, finding a private “investor” who wifi be good enough 
to take Ata over, but without risking any of his own money, and 
with the understanding that he will be given a chance to make a 
good profit on the deal. 

But that would be repeating the Eisenberg exercise, even if 
the new group were actually to put some of the government's 
money into buying new equipment and modernizing the plant. 
Sooner or later the exercise would have to be repeated, with 
still another group of “investors." 

The second - and much cheaper - alternative is for the 
government itself to rake Ata over for the time being. 

What, it will be asked, does the government know about the 
textile industry? As much, the answer should be, as the Hurvitz 
brothers who have offered to “buy” the plant without ever, 
having had anything to do with textiles. They, it is reported, 
have countered the objections raised against them on the 
ground of thei*- lack of expertise with the argument that 
professional managers can be hired. If the Hurvitz brothers can 
do it. so can the government itself! 

Moreover, the government can do what private entrep- 
reneurs will not do and will not permit themselves to appear 
doing. The government can set itself an objective of gradually 
fading the enterprise out -- rehabilitating and modernizing 
those parts that can hope to have a place in Israel’s industrial 
structure, and gradually selling them off as going concerns, 
while reducing Ata's work force by attrition and in a manner 
that will permit the re-absorption of the workers that the 
enterprise will have to shed in the process. 

This may not be an "elegant" solution, but it is the best 
available.

THE EUROPEAN Com- 
munity has launched a 
muki-nullion-dollar effort 
to wipe out rhe deadly tsetse fly in 
four southern African countries.” 

The bloodsucking fly causes trypa- 
nosomiasis. a fatal livestock disease 
inflicting huge losses on African 
peasants who depend on cattle for 
their livelihood. 

The plan is ro eradicate the fly in 
Zambia, Zimbabwe. Mozambique 
and Malawi, and experts believe it 
could cause little if any environmen- 
tal damage, unlike earlier attempts 
which used dangerous chemicals and 
were beneficial only in the short- 
term. 

Among the techniques to be used 
are "targets.'’ insecticide- 
impregnated screens recently de- 
veloped in Zimbabwe which arc 
cheap and proved highly effective in 
experiments performed in the Zam- 
bezi River Valley. 

There will also be aerial spraying 
with Endosulphan, a chemical 
shown to be far less harmful to the 
environment than DDT, which has 
been banned in most western coun- 
tries because of the danger it poses to 
wildlife. 


RIGHT-WING extremist 
groups in the U.S. have 
adopted modem computer 
technology to spread their racial and 
religious bogotry, according to the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith. 


In the six-page report called 
"Computerized Networks of Hate," 
the ADL notes that two computer 
networks are being run by Aryan 
Nations, an Idaho-based group that 
wants to set up a "nationalist racist 
state,” and Info International, which 
operates in West Virginia. They both 
have access to home computers us- 
ing phone linkups. 


In materia] disseminated through 
computers, these groups question 
the fact that the Holocaust took 
place and attack Israel. Access to the. 
Aryan Nations Liberty, net is made 
by dialling phone numbers in 
Idaho, Texas or North Carolina. 
Once the connection is made, the 
caller follows a few simple com- 
mands to receive a variety of bate 
messages on his home computer. ; 
users of the system are encouraged 
to deposit their own bate messages.

RECENT weeks have seen the tenth 
anniversary of the U.S. disengage- 
ment from Vietnam and the 40th 
anniversary of the defeat of Nazi 
Germany. Even though not a single 
state entered World War II on The 
Allied side to defend moral princi- 
ples (Britain and France joined be- 
cause pacta sunt servanda, while the 
USSR and the U.S. were attacked;, 
and even though the war led to a 
Communist takeover of half the 
European continent, the victory 
over Nazi Germany is rightly viewed 
as a clear case of good triumphing 
over evil - a moral victory. 

Many have maintained that the 
American withdrawal from Vietnam 
was a moral victory as well, particu- 
larly the vocal minority who during 
the decade of U.S. military involve- 
ment protested against tbeimrnoral- 
ity of the American policy. This 
evaluation is dishonest. 

The U.S. was right to withdraw 
from Vietnam, because it was fight- 
ing a war that could not be won 
under the ground rules it imposed on 
itself- refraining from occupying the 
North. Moreover, sacrificing tens of 
thousands of your own citizens and 
hundreds of thousands of other hu- 
man beings to achieve nothing is 
immoral. 

The bleeding beart moralists, 
however, have little to be proud of in 
the events in Vietnam and Cambo- 
dia in the last decade. Yet thev have 


not stood up and admitted that ten 
years ago morality was not a victor. 
Not one of them is protesting against 
the cruelty and imperialism of the 
Vietnamese regime. Today the 
American moralists are busy over 
apartheid in South Africa - no doubt 
a worthy cause. But many moral 
crusaders, however worthy their 
cause, appear to care little about the 
final outcome of their struggle. Once 
the immediate goal, e.g. U.S. with- 
drawal from Vietnam, is achieved, 
concern with the morality of the 
situation melts away. 


BUT WHY go all the way back to 
Vietnam? The same is true concern- 
ing criticism of Israeli policies in 
Lebanon and in the West Bank and 
Gaza. Many Israelis, and even more 
people abroad, argue that occupa- 
tion and denying the right of self- 
determination to any people is im- 
moral. Furthermore, they say, 
occupation inevitably results in inci- 
dents that cannot be justified in 
moral terms. Quite right. 

The objection to the moralist 
approach is that it concentrates on 
the immediate issue of the withdraw- 
al. and not on the consequences of 
withdrawal. In Lebanon Israel's exit 
is being followed by massacres and 
untold human suffering, and every 
conceivable scenario for the territor- 
ies should Israel relinquish the West 
Bank and Gaza to a Palestinian or 


Jordanian -Palestinian state suggests 
that a bloodbath is inevitable. So. 
unless one views the massacre of 
Arabs by Arabs as morally accept- 
able, justifying withdrawal on moral 
grounds is, to say the least, hypocri- 
tical. 

We must withdraw from Lebanon 
because our presence there cannot 
achieve any goal that could be de- 
scribed as being in the national in- 
terest. To have 600 Israelis (and 
thousands of Lebanese and Palesti- 
nians) killed to save a handful of ; 
inhabitants in Galilee is grotesque. 
And the PLO, in one form or 
another, will not disappear until 
some satisfactory solution is found to 
the Palestinian problem. 

The Christians will never again 
rule over the whole of Lebanon, and 
the Syrians have a permanent in- 
terest there. Communal strife is en- 
demic in Lebanese society. These 
points made a watertight case for 
Israeli withdrawal. 
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. AS FOR the West Bank and Gaza, 
perhaps some people foresee a mil- 
lion or two American and Soviet 
Jews craning to settle here. Perhaps 
they don't care about Israel remain-, 
ing a democratic state with a large 
Jewish majority in which the division 
between managers and workers is 
not based on nationality. Those who 
believe otherwise cannot help 
favouring withdrawal on the condi- 


tion that satisfactory security 
arrangements are guaranteed for 

Israel. 

Moral principles should be taken 
into account in formulating our 
national goals and the means we use 
to achieve them. We should do our 
utmost to. cause our neighbours 
minim al harm while pursuing our' 
national interests. But morality di- 
vorced from real politik and lacking a 
long-term perspective of reality is 
meaningless and can be immoral.

THE PEACE OF THE DEAD 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - I was part of a group that 
observed the first Sabbath at 
Bergen-Belsen since the end of the 
Second World War. At Bergen- 
Belsen. 50,000 Jews murdered by 
the Nazis lie in mass graves. These 
graves are punctuated by simple 
markers: "Here lie 800 dead... 1,000 
dead... 5,000 dead." As you enter 
the concentration camp, there is a 
sign, "Visitors are requested to 
observes the dignity of the memorial 
grounds and to refrain from disturb- 
ing the peace of the dead." 

Surrounded, as we were, by the 
dead, we celebrated the Sabbath in 
prayer and Tore learning. We sang, 
danced, and even ate and slept at 
Bergen-Belsen. We had carried the 
Tora scroll into the camp and read 
from it on the Sabbath. 

The contrasts were imponderable, 
at times overwhelming, but we pers- 
evered. Our response to death was 
life; and to those who had sought to 
extinguish the flame of the Sabbath, 
we kindled Sabbath lights. 

Our Sabbath was specifically de- 
signed to coincide with President 
Reagan's and Chancellor Kohl's visit 
to Bitburg and Bergen-Belsen, 
which we viewed as a desecration of 
the memory of the six million. You 
cannot honour SS murderers and the 
i murdered at the same time, claiming 
they are both victims. Our view was 
shared by almost all Jews. Even the 
German Jewish community, which is 
not known for its outspokenness, 
decided to boycott the president’s 
and chancellor's visit to Bergen- 
Belsen. It -was their way of saying, if 
you go to Bitburg, you are unwel- 
come at Bergen-Belsen. 

' The pending visit of the president 
and chancellor gave our Sabbath 
special significance. Their visit to 
Bitburg would defile the dead of 
Bergen-Belsen. Our Sabbath was 
meant as a counter-balance, an 
attempt to maintain the sanctity of 
the dead. They wish to forget, but we 
shall always remember. 

Why not forget? Because forget- 
ting involves a process of denial. 


When you deny, you leave open the 
possibility that other Holocausts 
will occur. Only by accepting the 
past can one move boldly towards a 
better future. 

At the end of the Sabbath, Ger- 
man police arrived at Bergen- 
Belsen. The officer in charge, Fried- 
rich Wilhelm Thieke. told us with 
great emotion: ‘We have come 
peacefully. We have no weapons. 
You must leave and we have orders 
to escort you out." 

Although this was not the first 
time that German officers have been 
heard to say they were "just follow- 
ing orders," the directive to evict us, 

. I was later told, had come from the 
White House. 

Had the West German govern- 
ment not shared in the Bitburg fias- 
co, we would have left on our own. 
Were Germany blameless, it tfould 
have been unfair to force German 
police to remove us. But the West 
German government was guilty, too. 
Chancellor Kohl’s decision to reha- 
bilitate the SS at Bitburg, to give 
honour to SS murderers should 
evoke for West Germany remembr- 
ances of things past. 

In the end, we refused to leave. 
German police were ordered to ex- 
pel] us. It was overwhelmingly pain- 
ful for me as a Jew once again to be 
forced to submit to German author- 
ities. Bergen-Belsen is ours; we had 
paid dearly for it. 

As we left, the young German 
officer escorting me reached out to 
shake my band. “Can you forgive me 
for doing this to you?" he asked. I 
shook his hand and responded. "I 
can forgive you, but I can never 
forgive those who murdered my peo- 
ple, and those like the chancellor 
and President Reagan who wish to 
forget." 

I thought of the sign at the gates of ■ 
Bergen-Belsen, “Please respect the 
peace of the dead." The president 
and the chancellor had violated that

Sir, - Last February, at a Yad 
Vashem conference extensively co- 
vered by the world media, several 
victims of Auschwitz doctor Josef 
Mengele’s psuedo-sdentific experi- 
ments testified about the horrors 
they endured at Mengele’s hands. 
Justice Minister Moshe Nissim chose 
the occasion to-announce the estab- 
lishment of a committee to coordin- 
ate activities aimed at Mengele’s 
apprehension. The conference influ- 
enced events in other countries, 
which increased rewards for the cap- 
ture of Mengele. 

Last week, Mr. Nissim chose the 
40th anniversary of Nazi Germany’s 
defeat to announce another one mil- 
lion dollar reward for information 
leading tc Mengele’s trial in Israel. 
He went oh to give his government’s 
assurances to “increase our deter- 
mination to bring those mass- 
murderers still alive to justice.” 

. Mr. Nissim’s assurances, howev- 
er, ring hollow in light of Israel's 
shameful record of inactivity in 
bringing Nazi war criminals to jus- 
tice. 

In its 37 year history, the Jewish 
State has managed to bring to justice 
only one Nazi war criminal - Adolf 
Eichmann. 

Since the early 1950s, and espe- 
cially in the past five years, U.S. law 
enforcement authorities have in- 
vestigated hundreds of cases involv- 
ing post-WW II immigrants to the 
U.S. who wc£e suspected of parti- 
cipation in Nazi atrocities. Israel has 
had an extradition treaty with the

Nor has Israel ever 
sought their extradition. Israel has 
continually asserted that the 
Canada-Israel extradition treaty has 
barred this type of request. Yet there 
is absolutely no evidence that Israel 
has ever attemped to bring this trea- 
ty in line with the U.S.-Israel treaty 
and thereby facilitate the extradition 
of C ana d i a n residents to Israel to 
face trial for war crimes. 

The clock is ticking away. Within 
the next five years most ' of the re- 
maining Nazi fugitives will probably 
be dead.
